We  yesterday  briefly  adverted  lo  tlio  wide 
scope  allowed  themselves  by  the  Committee 
on  the  Conduct  of  tlie  War  in  performing 
the  functions  with  which  they  were  charged 
by  both  Houses  of  Congress. 

It  appears  that  very  early  in  their  investi- 
gations they  desired  to  possess  themselves  of 
Gen.  McClellan's "plans."  Gen.  Richardson 
and  Gen.  Heintzelman,  the  first  officers  call- 
ed before  the  committee  at  their  first  session, 
were  both  vainly  interrogated  on  this  point 
In  the  second  of  their  session^,  held  on 
the  26th  of  December.  1861,  they  called  be 
fore  them  Gen.  William  B.  Franklin,  known 
to  be  a  trusted  and  confidential  friend  of  the 
Generai-in-Chief.  The  chairman,  Mr.  Wade, 
propounded  to  him  the  following  questions, 
(see  evidence,  p.  122  :) 

"Question.  Do  you  know  any  thing  in  re- 
gard to  the  plans  ol  the  General-in-Chiet 
with  relation  to  the  operations  of  this  army  ? 

"Answer.    I  do  know  something  in  regard 
to  it. 

"Question  Are  you  willing  to  disclose 
what  you  know  to  the  committee '(  We  art 
all  sworn  to  secresy.  We  want  to  know  what 
the  plans  of  the  Commanding  General  are. 

•  Answer.  Before  doing  so,  I  would  pre 
fer,  if  the  committee  will  permit  me,  to  see 
Gen.  McClellun  on  the  subject,  because  I  do 
Dot  think  he  has  made  known  his  plans  to 
(iny  body,  unless  he  has  done  so  to  one  or 
two  ol  his  general  officers.  And  he  gave  us 
these  plans  with  the  understanding  that  we 
were  to  keep  them  to  ourselves  Ifthecom 
mitiee  will  permit  me,  1  would  much  prefer 
to  see  DilO  before  saying  any  thing  to  any- 
body about  it 

"Question.    How  long  since  you  have  had 
6uch  conversations  with  Gen.  Mc'Jicllan? 

"Answer.  The  last  particular  conversa 
tion  I  bad  with  him  was  a  week  ago  today? 

"Question.    I  will  waive  that  matter  for 
the  present  then." 

At  a  later  stage  in  the  examination  of  this 
same  officer,  Mr.  Wade  returned  to  this  top- 
ic, and  again  sought  to  elicit  from  Gen. 
Franklin  his  knowledge  of  the  "plans"  Of 
Gen  McClellan.  Gen.  Franklin  having 
urged  that  "there  might  be  very  good  rea- 
sons for  keeping  things  quiet,  because  we 
know  that  every  thing  so  far  has  got  out," 
Mr.  Wade  rejoined  as  follows: 

"The  Chairman.  This  nation  hi  making 
an  extraordinary  effort.  Next  March  we 
shall  he  SWO.OtO.OOO  in  debt  for  what  we 
have  already  done  And  nothing  has  yet 
been  done  that  seems  to  be  at  all  commen 
•urate  with  the  exertions  the  nation  has 
iiiads.  And  .every  body  knows  that  our 
finances  are  not  in  condition  to  keep  this  up 
eternally.  All  this  is  hanging  upon  one  man 
■.vlio  keeps  his  counsels  entirely  to  himself 
If  he  was  an  old  veteran  who  had  fought  a 
hundred  battles,  or  we  knew  him  as  well  as 
Bonaparte  or  Wellington  was  known,  then 
we  could  repose  upon  him  with  confidence. 
But  how  can  this  nation  abide  the  secret 
counsels  that  one  man  carries  in  his  head.

"The  witness.  I  think  Gen.  McClellan 
feels  that  u9  you  do.  He  knows  the  coun 
try  has  reposed  a  great  deal  more  confidence 
in  him  than  he  has  yet  shown  he  deserves. 
But  I  believe  he  is  doing  all  he  can  to  show 
the  country  that  he  does  deserve  their  con- 
fidence. 

"The  chairman.    I  am  not  complaining  of 
his  faithleasaeaa. 

"The  witiuss.  Now,  whether  he  should 
tell  his  plans  to  all  his  generals  ol  divisions 
— for  if  be  leils  one  he  must  teli  all — is  a 
question  It  may  be  a  question  whether  he 
bad  not  belter  keep  them  all  to  himself. 

•  Question  by  Mr.  Chandler.  Is  it  not 
customary,  in  a  council  of  war,  for  the  com- 
mander-in-chief to  take  the  views  of  his  gen- 
era's, even  if  he  does  not  give  his  own  ? 

"Answer.  Yes,  sir  Yet  the  best  military 
authorities  advise  every  general  never  to  call 
a  council  of  war. 

"Question  hy  the  chairman,  (Mr.  Wade,) 
Yet  it  is  frequently  done? 

"Answer.  Yes.  eir;  hut  not  always.  I 
think  it  is  better  for  a  General  to  consult  his 
officers,  and  learn  what  their  ideas  are  with 
out  giving  his  own  Gen  McClellan  has  told 
me  some  thingsabout  his  plans  which  I  have 
■not  told  you. 

"Question.    I  understand  that. 

"Answer.  And  which  I  should  liketoeee 
him  about,  in  case  you  should  want  to  know 
about  it. 

"The  chairman  We  will  waive  that  for 
the  present.  But  it  is  exceedingly  important 
that  we  should  know.  We  are  here  armed 
with  the  whole  power  of  both  Houses  of  Con- 
gress They  have  made  it  our  duty  to  inquire 
into  the  whole  conduct  of  the  war;  into  every 
department  of  it.  We  do  not  want  to  do  any- 
thing that  will  result  in  any  harm  or  wrong. 
But  ice  do  want  to  know,  and  we  must  know  \t 
toe  Can,  what  is  to  Oc  done,  for  the  country  is  in 
jeopardy.  I  wantyou,  therefore,  to  consult 
Gen.  McClellan.  Though  we  expect  him 
to  be  here  and  give  us  information,  we  hope 
you  will  consult  him,  as  we  may  want  to  cull 
yon  again." 

Gen.  McDowell  being  summoned  before 
the  committee  on  the  tame  day,  immediate 
ly  after  Gen.  Franklin,  he  was  in  like  man 
ner  asked  it  he  was  "in  possession  of  any 
plans  of  movement  now."  His  reply  being 
in  the  negative,  the  chairman  next  asked 
if  the  witness  did  not  think  a  council  of  of- 
ficers should  be  held  lor  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing the  "plans,"  whatever  they  might 
be.  To  this  suggestion  Gen.  McDowell  re- 
plied as  followe,  (p.  131.) 

"People  differ  much  about  councils  of  war. 
I  myseif  never  have  inclined  towards  them  ; 
and  Ironi  all  that  I  have  read,  and  from  my 
general  opiuon  of  councils  of  war.  I  do  not 
think  well  of  them.  But  this  is  a  mere 
matter  of  opinion.  I  think  it  would  be  pro- 
per for  the  General-in  Chief  to  call  upon 
any  particular  officer  or  officers  in  command 
or  upon  the  star!' whom  he  might  suppose 
had  knowledge  that  would  be  useful.  I  have 
no  dvubt  that  he  would  do  so  too.  Councils 
of  war,  where  all  the  officers  get  together, 
and  the  question  is  discussed  backwards  and 
forwards  and  voted  upon,  from  all  that  I 
have  ever  learned,  have -always  proved  to 
be  of  little  account,  even  if  thev  have  not 
been  injurious  " 

The  next  person  examined  on  the  same 
day  was  Brig.  Gen  Wadsworth.  He  too 
was  -»l:ed  to  '  stand  and  deliver"  al!  that  he

"Question.  What,  do  you  know  in  regard 
to  the  plan  of  the  campaign,  or  the  milita- 
ry operations  that  are  to  be  carried  into  ef- 
fect. 

"Answer.  I  do  not  know  any  thing  what- 
ever. You  mean  as  to  the  plans  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  I  suppose 

"Question.    Yes,  sir. 

"Answer.  1  have  not  the  slightest  knowl- 
edge of  them." 

^We  might  greatly  multiply  such  citations, 
but  these  will  suffice.  . 

Tne  next  point  of  our  present  inquiry  re- 
lates to  the  sanctions  under  which  these  in 
vestigations  were  made.  The  reader  has  al- 
ready observed  that  Gen.  Franklin  was  en- 
couraged to  tell  what  he  knew  in  the  faith 
that  the  committee  were  "all  sworn  to  se- 
crecy." The  following  statement  made  by 
the  chairman  to  Brig.  Gen.  Morel!,  when  he 
was  before  the  committee  on  the  2Sth  day  of 
December,  1861,  will  also  show  the  rule  of 
duty  understood  by  themselves  to  be  prescrib- 
ed to  them  in  the  conduct  of  these,  examina- 
tions. (See  Evidence,  p.  179:) 

"Mr.  Wade.  It  is  suggested  to  me  by  one 
of  my  colleagues,  and  1  do  not  know  but 
what  I  ought  to  state  it,  that  you  may  know 
exactly  our  position.  We  arc  deputed  as  a 
committee  of  Congress,  of  both  branches, 
and  it  is  enjoined  upon  us  and  made  our  du- 
ty to  make  all  these  inquiries.  And  we  are 
iust  as  much  bound  to  secrecy  in  relation  to 
these  matters  as  are  the  army  officers  themselves 
I  suppose  the  object  of  Congress  is  to  obtain 
this  information  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
aid  and  efficiency  to  the  army  so  far  as  we 
can.  1  say  this  that  you  mav  have  no  hesi- 
tancy at  all  in  communicating  freely  with 
us.  If  the  people,  through  both  branches  ol 
Congress,  are  entitled  to  this  information, 
it  is  proper  that  you  should  give  it  to  us. 

"Gen  Moreli.  I  have  but  little  informa- 
tion. Commanding  only  a  Brigade,  I  am  not 
consulted  at  all  about  the  army.  I  only 
carry  out  the  orders  sent  tome. 

Such  were  the  injunctions  ol  screcy  under 
which  the  committee  originally  understood 
their  inqury  to  be  placed.  After  a  large  mass 
of  evidence  had  been  accumulated,  it  ap- 
pears, however,  that  one  of  their  number, 
Mr.  Chandler,  was  "burning"  to  tell  what  he 
new  in  secret  or  open  Senate.  Accordingly, 
we  read  as  follows  in  the  journal  of  the  com" 
mittee  for  June  23,  1862: 

"Mr.  Chandler  said  that  he  desired  permis- 
sion ol  the  committee  to  use  certain  portions 
of  the  evidence  taken  before  it  in  Executive 
session  of  the  Senate;  and  as  there  might 
be  other  occasions  when  the  use  of  the  tes 
timony  would  be  beneficial  to  the  best  inter 
ests  of  thecountry,  he  would  move  that  each 
member  of  this  committee  be  permitted  to 
make  such  use  of  the  testimony  of  this  com- 
mittee, in  Congress,  as  in  his  judgment  may 
be  right  and  proper. 

"Mr  Gooch  said  that  while  he  was  willing 
to  permit  such  use  of  the  testimony,  in  Execu- 
tive session  of  the  Senate,  as  the  Senatorial 
members  of  this  committee  might  deem  ex- 
pedient, he  was  opposed  to  any  use  of  it  in 
public  session  of  either  House  of  Congress, 
until  it  should  be  reported  upon  by  this  com- 
mittee, as  it  would  be  giving  the  members  of 
this  committee  an  undue  advantage  over 
other  members  of  Congress 

"Mr.  Chandler  thereupon  modified  his  mo 
tion  as  follows. 

"That    this  oommltt««   g'v*   p*r»r.i«oion  to 

have  read  in  Executive  session  of  the  Senate 
the  testimony  relating  to  the  battle  of  Win 
chester,  Virginia,  of  March  23, 1862. 

"Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Gooch,  the  motion 
was  further  modified  and  agreed  to  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Uesclvel.  That  the  members  of  the  Sen- 
ate upon  this  committee  have  permission  to 
make  such  use  of  the  testimony  taken  by 
this  committee,  M  Executive  session,  cf  the 
Senate,  as  to  them  may  seem  expedient. 
"Adjourned  to  10  A.  M.  to  morrow 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  permission  thus 
given  was  expressly  restricted  to  communi- 
cations made  in  Executive  or  secret  session 
of  the  Senate.  •  The  committee  judged  that 
it  was  not  proper  at  that  time  to  publish  tes- 
timony avowedly  taken  under  the  promise 
and  pledge  of  secrecy.  But  Mr.  Chandler 
was  importunate,  and  on  the  15th  day  of 
July  he  procured  the  adoDtion  of  a  resolu' 
tion  "authorizing  any  member  of  the  com 
mittee  to  use  such  testimony  taken  before  it 
in  either  HonBe  of  Congressashe  may  deem 
expedient."  And,  on  the  following  day,  the 
16th  of  July,  1862,  Mr.  Chandler  delivered  in 
open  Senate  a  speech  in  reflection  on  the 
military  operations  of  Gen.  McClellan,  in 
which  he  used  the  information  obtained  by 
the  committee  against  that  officer  so  far  "as 
he  deemed  expedient." 

At  this  time,  we  need  not  say,  Gen.  Mc- 
Clellan was  still  retained  in  command  of  the 
Army  of  the  Po'omac.  But  Mr.  Chandler 
was  not  restrained  by  this  consideration  from 
publishing  to  the  world  a  sharp  and  bitter 
attack  upon  the  military  character  of  that 
officer  We  do  not  reproach  him  for  this, 
as  wc  assume  that  in  so  doing  he  supposed 
himself  to  be  performing  a  duty  to  the  coun- 
try. And  while  we  hold  that  discretion 
should  impose  its  laws  on  all  human  conduct, 
we  have  never  been  of  the  uumber  ol  those 
who  would  deny  to  others  the  right  of  freely 
but  always  candidly  animadverting  on  the 
conduct  of  Oenerals  in  the  field  as  well  as 
of  rulers  in  the  Cabinet.  That  this  should 
be  done  with  modesty  and  reserve  by  unmil- 
itary  civilians  is  too  apparent  to  need  en- 
forcement. But  it  is  to  be  remarked  that 
those  who  object  on  these  grounds  lo  all 
criticism  when  applied  to  the  condemnation 
of  officers  now  retained  by  the  Administration 
had  no  word  of  censure  for  Mr.  Chandler 
when  he  arraigned  the  conduct  and  impeach 
ed  the  diameter  of  Gen.  McClellan,  while 
as  yet  in  the  field,  in  a  speech  more  remark- 
able for  its  acerbity  and  disparagement  than 
for  any  other  qualities.  This  speech,  it  is 
known,  was  widely  republished  altheSouth 
as  serving  to  show  the  low  estimate  in  whicl 
Gen,  McClellan  was  held  by  an  influential 
member  of  the  present  Administration.  To 
this  extent  it  gave  "aid  and  comfort  to  the 
enemy,"  but  nobody  had  then  discovered 
that  it  was  "treasonable"  to  question  the  ca 
paciiy  of  an  officer  merely  because  he  was 
retained  by  the  President  in  command.  It 
was  this  latter  consideration  which  wa3then 
rather  held  to  justify  men  in  being  more 


outspoken  in  proportion  to  their  want  ot  con- 
fidence in  the  General  who  was,  as  they 
deemed,  unworthily  retained.  If  some  men 
have  changed  their  theory  of  duty  on  this 
point,  it  is  not  because  of  any  change  in  the 
principle  that  governs  a  decision  of  thatques- 
tion,  but  simply  because  "circumstances  al- 
ter cases  • 


A  Picture  from  the  Hospital— How  Our 
Soldiers  Live  aud  Die. 

In  the  last  number  of  the  Boston  Com- 
monwealth we  find  the  following  sketch  ot 
the  army  hospitals  at  Washington,  from  the 
pen  of  Louisa  M.  Alcott,  of  Boston,  who  per- 
forms the  duties  of  a  nurse:

One  evening  I  found  a  lately-emptied  bed 
occupied  by  a  large,  fair  man,  with  a  fine 
face  and  the  serenest  eyes  I  ever  met.  One 
of  the  earlier  comers  had  often  spoken  of  a 
friend  who  had  remained  behind  that  those 
apparently  worse  wounded  than  himselt 
might  reach  a  shelter  first  It  seemed  a 
David  and  Jonathan  sort  of  friendship.  The 
man  fretted  for  his  mate,  and  was  never  tired 
of  praising  John,  Iii3  courase,  6obriety,  self 
denial,  and  unfailing  kindliness  of  heart — 
always  winding  up  with  ;  "He's  an  out-arid 
out  fine  fellow,  ma'am,  you  see  if  he  ain't." 
I  had  some  curiosity  to  behold  this  piece  of 
excellence,  and,  when  he  came,  watched  him 
for  a  night  or  two  before  I  made  friends  with 
him;  for  to  tell  the  truth,  I  was  afraid  of 
the  stately-looking  man,  whose  bed  had  to 
be  lengthened  to  accommodate  his  command 
ing  stature — who  seldom  spoke,  uttered  no 
complaint,  asked  nosympaihy,  but  tranquilly 
observed  all  that  went  on  about  him  ;  and 
as  he  lay  high  upon  his  pillows,  no  picture 
of  dving  statesman  or  warrior  was  ever  fuller 
of  real  dignity  than  tlm  Virginia  black- 
smith. 

NO  BOPS. 

A  most  attractive  face  he  had,  framed  in 
brown  hair  and  beard,  comely-featured  and 
full  of  .vigor,  as  yet  unsubdued  by  pain-, 
thoughtful  and  often  beautifully  mild  while 
watching  the  afflictions  of  others,  as  if  en- 
tirely forgetful  of  his  own.  His  mouth  was 
firm  and  grave,  with  plenty  of  will  and  cour 
u«e  in  its  lines,  but  a  smile  could  make  it  as 
sweet  as  any  woman's  and  his  eyes  were 
child's  eyes,  looking  one  fairly  in  the  face, 
with  a  clear,  straightforward  glance,  which 
promised  well  for  such  as  placed  their  faith 
in  him.  He  seemed  to  cling  to  life  as  if  it 
were  rich  in  duties  and  delights,  and  he  had 
learned  the  secret  of  content.  The  only 
time  I  saw  his  composure  disturbed  was 
when  mysurgeon  broughtanother  to  examine 
John,  who  scrutinized  their  faces  with  an 
anxious  look,  asking  of  the  elder:  "Do  you 
think  I  shall  pull  through,  sir'"  "I  hope 
so.  my  man."  And  as  the  two  passed  on, 
John's  eyes  followed  him  with  an  intentness 
w  hich  would  have  won  a  clearer  answer  from 
them  had  they  seen  it.  A  momentary 
shadow  flitted  over  his  face,  then  came  the 
usual  serenity,  as  if,  in  that  brief  eclipse,  he 
had  acknowledged  the  existence  of  some 
hard  possibility,  and  asking  nothing,  yet 
hoping  all  things,  left  the  issue  in  God's 
hand,  with  that  submission  which  is  true  pie 
tjr. 

"  The  next  night,  as  I  went  my  rounds  with 

Dr.  P  ,  1  happened  to  ask  which  man 

in  the  room  probably  suffered  most,  and  to 
my  great  surprise  he  glanced  at  John. 

"Every  breath  he  draws  is  like  a  stab  :  for 
tfte  ball  "pierced  the  left  lung,  broke  a  rib, 
and  did  no  end  of  damage  here  and  there  ; 
so  the  poor  lad  can  find  neither  forgetful ness 
nor  eaBe,  because  he  must  lie  on  hn  wound 
ed  baek  or  suffocate.  It  will  be  a  hard 
struggle,  and  a  long  one,  for  ht  possesses 
great  vitality,  but  even  his  temperate  life 
can  t  save  him.    I  wish  it  could. 

You  don't  mean  he  must  die,  doctor  I', 
Bless  you,  there  is  not  the  slightest  hope 
for  him,  and  you'd  betttr  tell  him  so  before 
long — women  have  a  way  of  doing  such 
things  comfortably,  so  I  leave  it  to  you. 
He  won't  last  more  than  a  day  or  two  at 
farthest." 

I  could  have  sat  down  on  the  spot  and 
cried  heartily,  if  1  had  not  learned  the  pro- 
priety of  bottling  up  one's  tears  for  leisure 
moments.  Such  an  end  seemed  very  hard 
for  such  a  man,  when  half  a  dozen  worn  out, 
worthless  bodies  round  him  were  gathering 
up  the  reianants  of  wasted  lives  to  linger  or. 
lor  years,  perhaps  burdens  to  others,  daily 
reproaches  to  themselves.  The  army  need 
ed  men  like  John,  earnest,  brave  and  faith 
ful,  fighting  for  liberty  and  jnstice  with  both 
heart  and  band,  a  true  soldier  of  the  Lord 
I  could  not  give  him  up  so  soon,  or  think 
with  any  patience  of  so  excellent  a  nature 
robbed  of  its  fulfillment,  and  blundered  into 
eternity  by  the  rashness  or  stupidity  of  those 
at  whose  hands  so  many  lives  may  be  re 
quired.  It  was  an  easy  thing  for  Dr.  P  — 
to  say,  "Tell  him  he  must  die,  but  a  cruelly 
hard  thing  to  do,  and  by  no  means  as  "com 
fortable"  as  he  politely  suggested.  I  hail 
not  the  heart  to  do  it  then,  and  privately  in- 
dulged the  hope  that  some  change  for|  the 
better  might  take  place,  in  spite  of  gloomy 
prohesies,  so  rendering  my  task  unneces- 
sary. 

A  SHOET  AND  SIMPLE  STORY. 

After  that  night,  an  hour  of  each  evening 
that  remained  to  him  was  devoted  to  his  ease 
or  pleasure.  He  could  not  talk  much,  for 
breath  was  precious  and  he  spoke  in  whis- 
pers, but  from  occasional  conversations  I 
gleaned  scraps  of  private  history  which  only 
added  to  the  affection  and  respect  I  felt  tor 
him.  Once  he  asked  me  to  write  a  letter, 
and  as  I  settled  with  pen  and  paper,  I  said 
with  an  irrepessible  glimmer  of  female  curi 
osity,  "Shall  it  be  addressed  to  mother  or 
wife,  John  ?" 

"Neither,  ma'am ;  I've  got  no  wife,'and 
will  write  to  mother,  myself,  when  I  get  bet- 
ter. Did  you  think  1  was  married  because 
of  this?"  he  asked  touching  a  plain  gold  ring 
he  wore,  and  often  turned  thoughtfully  on 
his  finger  when  he  lay  alone. 

"Partly  that,  but  more  from  a  settled  sort 
of  look  you  have,  a  look  young  men  seldom 
get  until  they  marry." 

"I  don't  know  that,  but  I'm  not  so  very 
young,  ma'am — thirty  in  May,  and  have  been 
what  you  might  call,  settled  these  ten  years, 
for  mother's  a  widow.  I'm  the  oldest  child 
she  has,  and  it  wouldn't  do  for  me  to  marry 
till  Lizzie  has  a  home  of  her  own,  and 
Laurie  has  learned  his  trade ;  for  we're  not 
rich,  and  I  must  be  father  to  the  children, 
and  husband  to  the  dear  old  woman,  if  1 
can." 

"Xo  doubt  you  are  both,  John,  yet  how 
came  you  to  go  to  the  war.  if  you  felt  so  ? 
Wasn't  enlisting  as  bad  as  marrying?' 

"Xo  ma'am,  not  as  1  see  it ,  for  one  is 
helping  my  neighbor,  the  other  pleasing  my- 
self. I  went  because  I  couldn't  help  it.  1 
didn't  want  the  glory  or  the  pay,  I  wanted 
the  right  thing  done,  and  the  people  said  the 
men  who  were  in  earnest  ought  to  light.  I 
was  in  earnest,  the  Lord  knows,  but  J  held 
off  as  long  as  1  could,  not  knowing  what 
was  my  duly.  Mother  saw  the  case,  gave  me 
her  ring  to  keep  me  steady,  and  said  'go.'  so 
I  went.

I  hrfVen't  helped  a  great 
deal,  but  I've  shown  I  was  willing  to  give 
my  life,  and  perhaps  I've  got  to;  hut  I  don't 
blame  any  body,  and  if  it  was  to  do  over 
again,  I'd  do  it.  I'm  a  little  sorry  I  wasn't 
wounded  in  front.  It  looks  cowardly  to  be 
hit  in  the  back,  but  I  obeyed  orders,  and  it 
don't  matter  much  in  the  end,  1  know." 

Poor  John  !  it  did  not  matter  now,  except 
that  a  nhot  in  front^night  have  spared  the 
long  agony  in  store  for  for  him.  He  seemed 
to  read  the  thought  that  troubled  me;  as  he 
spoke  so  hopefully  when  there  was  no  hope,

Hooker,  at  last  accounts  wa>  at  Fairfax",  and 
his  army  at  the  Old  Bull  Ran  hat  (La  ground, 
and  the  indications  are  that  our  army  will 
be  kept  near  the  fortification  i  at  Waebing- 
ton  until  the  plansof  Lee  areilsvlip^d  Lee 
is  now  considered  a  first  class  General.  lie 
has  thus  far  succeeded  in  out-getyereling 
everyone  except  MeClel tan,  and  we  fear 
that  Hooker  will  he  a  poor-match  for  him. 
We  feel  anxious  about  il.  Lee  is  playing  a 
deep  game,  and  if  we  wait  until  the  triggers  are 
all  set  by  him,  or  the  cards  stocked,  we  will 
be  taken  at  a  great  disadvantage. 

The  exeitement  in  the  East,  it  is  said,  lias, 
to  some  extent,  subsided,  and  many  are  find- 
ing out  thaf  they  were  not  us  badly  hurt  as 
they  imagined.  We  hope  they  will  not  be 
lulled  into  security  • 

The  Governme'it  setinB  bent  upon  resting 
the  safety  of  the  Capitol,  and  of  the  loyal 
States,  upon  the  skill"  ol"  the  General  who 
planned  and  executed  the  campaign  ol  Clitm- 
cellorsville.  This  ought  to  awaken  Gover 
nors  Curtin,  Seymour,  and  Bradiord  to  a 
sense  of  the  iminent  danger  that  threatens 
their  States,  and  ought  toeatisfy  them  of  the 
wisdom  of  making  the  most  thorough  pre- 
paration.

A  Mysterious  Murder. 

Some  days  since  as  we  iearn  through  a 
correspondent,  the  body  of  a  man  was  lound 
in  the  Kentucky  river  near  the  mouth  ol 
Gilbert's  creek,  iu  Anderson  county.  A 
chain  was  tied  around  the  neck,  and  to  it 
was  attached  quite  a  heavy  rod:.  The  body 
bad  become  decomposed  to  such  an  extent 
to  preclude  any  recogoition  of  the  man  by 
his  featnre*  But  his  clothes  were  identified, 
and  enough  was  discovered  to  indicate  very 
clearly  that  it  was  the  body  of  Lefare  ltout, 
a  respectable  citizen  of  Anderson  county, 
who  disappeared  from  his  home  on  the 
night  of  the  IStb  March  last.  Shortly  after 
his  disappearance  it  was  given  out  by  his 
nephew,  Frank  Ilout,  that  be  bad  gone  to 
Virginia  losee  ins  father,  who  issaid  to  reside 
near  Fredericksburg.  Some  facts  aroused  gen 
tral  suspicion  against  the  nephew,  and  he 
was  arrested  ami  brought  before  Judge  Hick- 
man, County  .Judge  of  Anderson  county,  on 
the  charge  of  having  committed  the  murder 
Col  John  M.  Harlan,  of  this  city,  and  Jas 
U.  Littlepage,  Jr.,  County  Attorney,  appear- 
ed for  the  prosecution,  and  John  Drafiinand 
Thos.  H.  Hanks  for  the  defense. 

The  accused  was  required  to  give  bail  in 
the  sum  ol'SlO.tXK)  for  his  appearance  to  an- 
wer  in  the  Circuit  Court.    He  has  hereto- 
fore borne  a  high  character  iu  every  respect. 
The  deceased  was  universally  respected.

Sudduth,  of  Bath  county,  was,  on  Thursday 
evening  of  last  week,  dangerously  wounded 
by  a  drunken  soldier  of  the  10th  Kentucky 
cavalry,  named  Campbell.  The  soldier  had 
arrested  a  man  named  Howe,  a  respectable 
and  loyal  citizen  of  Sherburne,  but  was  com- 
pelled by  the  residents  of  the  town  to  release 
him.  Leaviug  Sherburne,  he  met  Mr  Sud- 
duth, in  company  with  two  of  his  children, 
driving  to  a  supper  in  FlemingBburg.  He 
halted  Mr.  Sudduth,  and  commanded  him  10 
to  get  out  of  his  buggy  himself,  and  lo  take 
his  children  out — that  he  iutended  to  shoot 
him  and  wanted  the  children  10  see  it  done. 
Mr.  Sudduth,  coussious  of  not  having  done 
anything  to  incur  the  enmity  of  the  man, 
ami  not  dreaming  that  be  would  really  carry 
out  his  savage  and  murdero;i3  threat,  but 


seeing  that  bis  horses  were  restive,  jumped 
out.  of  the  buggy  and  snatched  out  his  clr' 
dren;  bnt  before  be  could  ask  an  explana- 
tion, 1  ii 0  ns8a*sin  fired  upon  him.  the  ball  in 
flicting  »  flesh-wound  in  his  right  arm  and 
cntering'hiR  side,  striking  a  riband  glancing 
It  has  not  yet  been  found,  and  the  wound  of 
Mr.  Sudduth  is  regarded  as  dangerous.  The 
soldier  was  caught  by  an  Irishman,  who  ac 
companied  him,  and,  when  assistance  was 
brought,  was  carried  to  Mt.  Sterling,  where 
he  is  now  in  jail.    Mr.  Sudduth  was  taken 
to  his  residence  near  Sharpsbiirg.    He  is  one 
of  the  most  excellent  men  and  valuable  citi 
zens  in  Kentucky,  and  general  indignation  is 
entertained  at  the  cruel  manner  in  which  he 
was  stricken  down.
